SPRINGFIELD — Many Madi- 
son County families on welfare 
with two unemployed parents 
will be notified this month they 
may have to take public-sérvice 
jobs to keep their grants 

The approximately 380 families 
in the county with two unem- * 
ployed parents receiving Aid to 
Families with Dependent Chil 
dren will get notices this month 
about the rf@w Unemployed Par- 
ent Work Experience Program 

Group orientation sessions on 
the requirements of the new pro- 
gram are being scheduled, said 
Pat Giger of the Madison County 
Public Aid office 

The new program was dictated 
by a new state law that provided 
for early implementation of a 
federal requirement 

Federal legislation required 
the state to adopt the program 
no later than June 1994, Bat Gov. 
Jim Edgar asked the legislature 
to pass a bill implementing it 
earlier. 

Giger is county coordinator of 
Project Chance, the welfare-to- 
work program. Her agency will 
also administer the mew pro- 
gram. P 

The program. will require at 
least 40 percent of the affected 
families to provide one parent in 
each household to perform 20 
hours “6f work per week for a 
public or not-for-profit agency. 

Giger said no agreements with 
the agencies have been signed 

“TI don’t think we'll have our 
40 percent until the end of 1993 
or even longer,” she said. 

Those who ‘are screened and 
found able to work will be 
required to carry out their 
assignments in order to keep 
their household welfare checks 
coming in, and they will receive 
no additional pay 

The jobs are intended to pro- 
vide additional, workers, the 
agencies could not. otherwise 
afford. The welfare recipients 
can’t be used to replace laid-off 
regular employees, Giger said. 

The work to be assigned will 
include such jobs as mainte- 
nance, food service and clerical, 
Giger added. 

She said the intent of the pro- 
‘gram is to provide experience 
_that could lead to a regular job 
and getting off welfare

Order aims at sexual harrassment on job 


SPRINGFIELD Gov. Jim 
Edgar has issued an executive 
order aimed at eliminating sexu- 
al harassment in state offices 
emphasizing that sex’ is no jok- 
ing matter. 

The stricter ‘‘model policy’’ 
includes stern warning against 
suggestive comments, jokes and 
other behavior by state employ- 
ees on the job. 

Workers who wiolais the policy 
may be disciplined and even 
fired, Edgar warned 

‘Instances of sexual harass- 
ment must be investigated in-a 

rompt and aggressive manner’”’ 
Ey supervisors, Edgar said. 

“This order will establish a 
uniform, . no-nonsense approach 
to sexual harassment in every 
corner of this administration. It 
should not be tolerated, and ‘it 
will not be tolerated as long as I 
am governor,” Edgar said : 

The policy bans on-the-job 
comments about sex, anatomy 
or gender-specific traits, sexual 
propositions, repeated requests 
for dates or sexual statements 
about other employees. 

Sexual harassment can take 
subtle forms, and the _ policy 
warns that even compliments 
may cross the line of appropri- 
ateness. Listed as an example of 
improper praise was: ‘‘That’s an 
attractive dress. You. really fill 
it out well.”

Grant’s lawyer, Mary Lee Lea- 
hy, who is the top-lawyer in the 
state in filling sexual harass- 
ment complaints, disagreed with 
the. report's conclusions but said 
Edgar's- order ‘‘is very posi- 
tive.:” ‘ 

Leahy said she was particular- 
ly pleased the order and policy 
would be distributed to all 
employees under he governor's 
jurisdiction. 

Edgar noted the cms report 
concluded that ‘Certain levels of 
sexual humor, sexual banter and 
similar conduct occurred, which 
€ould-only serve to desensitize 
employees with respect to the 
issue of sexual harassment in 
the workplace."’ 

Individual agencies have had 
their own varying policies -on 
sexual harassment. Sdgar said 
his order would bring: uniformity 
to state policy and reflect recent 
court decisions and. changes in 
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alleged Hall, 
harfssed hér, but the report con=- 


attitude about what is appropri- 
ate conduct z 

‘The order bars state employ- 
ees from whistling and ring 
and. from making obscene ges- 
tures, catecalls or smacking or 
kissing noises in the workplace 

Posters* and signs of sexual 
nature are also forbidden. Any 
touching or unwelcome hugging 
or kissing is barred. 

The policy also gives examples 
of more subtle forms of sexual 
harassment involving the ‘‘use of 
endearments’’ and presumed 
compliments. It advises against 
addressing -women as honey, 
darling or sweetheart 

Edgar said that, based on 
national surveys, he is convinced 
an environment fostering sexual 
harassment exists ‘‘throughout 
both the private and public sec- 
tors.” .

Bias alleged at country club, in courts 


African-Americans plan to 
boycott businesses over alleged 
bias at a country club and in the 
courts system 

The boycott will target 
businesses that have executives 
who are members of Sunset Hills 
Country Club, said William 
Lambert of Edwardsville. 

An administrative law judge 
for the [linois Industrial 
Commission, Lambert is the 
spokesman for the group. 

He said members of his group 
also want to target a scarcity of 
biacks on the Madison County 
judicial bench. 

Lambert, 50, an Edwardsville 
native, said few blacks hold good 
jobs in the Edwardsville area 
and resentment lingers over the 
club’s denial of membership in 
1975 to Emil Jason, a black who 
was then a vice president at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. 

Jason is now chairman of the 
university’s chemistry 
department. 

“Most of the people who are 
doing well financially are 





members of Sunset Hills Country, 


Club,” Lambert said. “‘We’just 
don’t want to do business with 
those people.’’ : 
Lambert alleged that the club 
continues to exclude blacks and 
Jews. But Tony Gabriel,

We have to turn

In June719 the 
Accounting Office issued a 
report that should have been on 
the front page of every newspa- 
per in the nation, and on all the 
evening news shows.

Among other things, that 
report said the deficit is leading 
us downhill economically, but if 
by the year 2001 wei turn it

The average is 
22, he said. - 

“But we'll be very mild, 
too,"’ he said of that period.

heaviest snow accumulations 
wouldn't occur until the end of 
January and beginning of Feb- 
ruary. : 
I. The rain that greeted the 
first few days of the new year 
is unusual but not uncomman,

Upon arriving in Cairo, they 
joined the group which was met 
by their Egyptian guide and

Cairo, a city of 15 millon peo- 
ple, was experiencing a temper- 
ature of 110 degrees and many 

were stalled with their 


4,500-year-old pyramids 
and the sphinx at Giza were the 
first tour sites 
Members of the family 
climbed to varigus heights in the 
-Cheops pyramid but learned 
from John, who made it to the 
top, that the pharaoh’'s room 
contained only: a granite sar 
cophagus. 

This particular pyramid is dis- 
tincve from the other two in 
that it still has a cap of the 
external material that originally 
covered all the pyramids before 
the material was Stolen to use in 
other buildings 

The sphinx, with its human 
head attached to the body of a 
lion, has een partially 
destroyed by eMosion and cov- 
ered several tim the shift- 
ing sand. Brief rides on emmels 
completed this, portion of the 
tour 

Slides, showing .the beautiful 
objects found in 1922 by Howard 
Carter, when he discovered Tut's 
tomb, indicated that ail types of 
precious metals and jewels were 
combined to produce the art 
objects 

The tour group flew to Luxor 
and Karnac to view the large 
temples that are joined by an 
avenue of sphinxes that have 


~ 


rams’ heads. 

The Karnac temple is spread 
rover 60 acres and features 134 
huge co: S ch 33 feet 
around, and covered with hiero- 
glyphics. 

Among the objects worshipe 
by the early Egyptians were 
fish, cats, birds, and crocodiles. 
When the Lexow family visited 
Kom Ombo, they found mummi- 
fied crocodiles in a building near 
one of the t®mples 

A ferryboat trip across the 
Nile took the tourists to the Val- 
ley of the Kings, which contains 
more than 700 tombs. Most have 
‘been vandalized and _ their con- 
tents stélen; King Tut's tomb 
was, closed for cleaning. 

The group continued on by bus 
to see Queen Hatsheput’s well- 
preserved temple. This queen 
reigned for 22 years and .wore a 
false beard and male attire. i 

Other trips off the cruise ship 
carried the tourists to the tem- 
ples at Esna and Edfu, which 
features the falcon-god, Horus. 

Proceeding to Aswan, the 
group sailed on a felueca and 
toured the famous dam, which 
displaced 14 temples saved by 
UNESCO and coantries from ail 
over the world. 

Abu Simbel, which features 
the temples of Ramses II and 
his wife, Queen Nefretari, has 
heen carved into a man-made 
mountain. Engineers and techni 
cians from all over the world 
helped to. dismantle, number, 

reconstruct she huge tém- 
ples to save them from the 
water of the.new Lake Nasser. 

Flying back to Cairo; Paris, 
and St. Louis brought the trip te 
an end.
